The data in this Overview are presented in trend terms, unless otherwise 
stated. 


The value of South Australian merchandise exports in original terms for the 
month of April 2003 was $513.1m. This was a decrease of 26.6% from 
$699.4m recorded in March 2003 and a decrease of 32.2% from the April 
2002 figure of $757.0m. 


The value of South Australian merchandise imports in original terms for 
April 2003 was $451.1m. This was an increase of 17.2% from $384.8m 
recorded in March 2003 and an increase of 0.1% from the April 2002 figure 
of $450.1m. 


In the twelve months to April 2003 retail turnover increased by 6.1% or 
$63.7m. Turnover for April was $1,110.6m, an increase of 0.7% on the 
previous month. 


May 2003 saw a total of 5,148 new motor vehicle sales—an increase of 0.9% 
on the previous month’s figure of 5,100 vehicles, and 17.9% higher than the 
4,366 vehicles recorded in May 2002. 


Private new capital expenditure in the March quarter 2003 was $948m, an 
increase of 17.0% on the March quarter 2002, and an increase of 2.0% on 
the December 2002 quarter figure. 


In April 2003 the total number of dwelling units approved in South Australia 
was 805, a decrease of 3.2% over the March 2003 figure. This represents a 
trend decline of 16.7% since the high of 967 approvals in September 2002. 


The all groups consumer price index in Adelaide for the March quarter 2003 
was 144.6 (original terms), an increase of 5.0 percentage points on the level 
recorded twelve months previously. 


The trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia has risen 
continuously since April 2001 to 718,800 in May 2003 and was 26,800 
persons higher than the level of twelve months ago (692,000). The total 
number of persons employed full-time in South Australia was 505,600 in 
May 2003 which was higher than the May 2002 estimate of 472,300. The 
trend estimate of the unemployment rate is currently flat at 6.1%, but is 
down from 6.7% in May 2002, while the participation rate at 62.2% is 
exhibiting an upward trend (60.8% in May 2003). 


The value of secured housing finance commitments (excluding alterations 
and additions) was $580.7m in April 2003, an increase of 3.1% over the 
previous month, and an increase of 21% over April 2002 ($479.7m). Both 
the number and value of commitments are showing an upward trend.
